concelemẽtes, contemptes, and all other offences and euyll dedes,of what 
natures, names, oz qualities ſoeuer they be,done,comptted.o2 perpetrated, 
within the lymittes of their comifſions & auctozitics , agaynſt the fourme 
of the cõmon law ot the realme of England, oꝛ of any ſtatutes of the ſame:

des, And to holde pleas by plapnt, vnder the ſlumme ok. xl. ß.in eucry ſuch 
couttbaron: and haue and eniope all other aucfozittes, commodyttes and 
pꝛokittes, as ſtewardes of letees, lawdapyes and couttbarons in England 
commonly haue, and ben vſed to haue, by reaſon of the ſapd offpces , and 
none other: any lawe vſage oz cuſtome, in the ſayd dominion of Wales, 
hertofoze had to the contrarie hereof not withſtanding, 
¶ Item pꝛouided alwayes and be it enacted, that the ſayde ſtewardes, 
noꝛ any of them, noz the ſhy:efe of the ſapd countles in Wales, ſhall haue 
any power oꝛ auctozttie , to enquyꝛe of any maner of felonye, in any ſuche 
lcete, lawday, oz tourn, within the ſayde domynyon to be holden, Ind 
that from henſfozth no leete no2 lawday be kepte by the Stewarde oz 0s 
ther officct., of any loꝛdeſhyp oz manoz in the ſayde dompnion of Wales, 
but tn ſach lozdſhyppes and places, where it was accuſtomed to be ec 
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befoze the makinge of theacte of parliament, concerninge Wales, made 
in the.rxvj.yere of our ſaide ſoueraigne lozdes reigne.

trade and faſcion.of the lawes and cuſtomes of the realme of Englande, 
and not of any walſhe lawes oz cuſtomes. Ind that in enery of the ſaide 
townes, they may trie all iſſues iopned. oz herafter to be toined,in any acti⸗ 
on perionall; by .vi.men, accozding as heretofoze in diuerſe places of the
